The State is expected to offer 
evidence that there: were no en- 
tries in the ‘cash ledger of the 
union for the 1557 names. Golden 
is on trial for alleged participation 
in embezzlement of , $151,355. of 
union funds. 

Of the 1557 names, Mrs. Jones 


said, 1517’ were workmen who 
were obtaining permits for com- 
mercial work, 24 were getting per- 
mits to work at the TNT’ plant, 
and 16 were seeking permits for 
residential work. — 


Blanks Left for 433 Names. 


Mrs. Jones testified also that a 
short time before an initiation of 
members last July 23 she was in- 
structed by Golden to leave 
enough pages blank in the ledger 
for 433 names. She did so, she 
said, and later noticed that a num- 
ber of entries of $6.50 had been 
made in those pages. The State 
is seeking to show that $56.50. was 
paid in these cases. 

Mrs. Jones, beginning her testi- 

mony yesterday, told the jury 
that Golden had entered in the 
union’s ledger as $21.50 payments 
the payments of some union mem- 
bers who testified they paid Golden 
the full $56.50. 


This was one of the devices by 
which, the State alleges, officers 
of the union looted its treasury. 
Golden is the second to be tried”

The $56,50 payment was that 
required of full-fledged union 
members, enrolled for work on 
commercial projects, and several 
thousand were enrolled at that rate 
last year when they were employed 
on construction of the small arms 
ammunition plant.

She had written those 
three names, she said. 

Receipts Missing. 

Receipts which members re- 
ceived when they made partial 
payments on work permits, and 
which they turned in for member- 
ship cards when the payments 
were completed, were missing from 
the files, Mrs. Jones testified. 

She testified it was the practice 
to preserve these receipts. Those 
for each man were clipped togeth- 
er and stamped with symbols to 
indicate the amount paid, she said. 
The symbols were “D” for $56.50 
payments; “TNT” for $31.50 pay- 
ments, and “R” for $21.50 pay- 
ments. When international offi- 
cers of the union took charge of 
its affairs last October she looked 
for these receipts but could not 
find them, 

From these receipts, she said, the 
union made up the index cards of 
its members, and from the index 
cards the ledger entries were made.

NEW YORK, .May 15 (AP).— 
The tradition of Joe Jackson lived 
on today as his son continued in 
Hollywood the famous tramp bi- 
cycle act whose originator has 
taken hig last bow. 

The 67-year-old vaudeville come- 
dian was stricken with a heart 
attack after the act at the Roxy 
Theater yesterday and died while 
his audience still cheered. 

Joe Jackson Jr, said he would 
try to make his own collapsing 
bike act as good as that of his 
father, which for 40 years de 
lighted king and commoner the 
world over. 

That act began as a legitimate 
cycling routine which Joe changed 
to comedy only by accident. 

One day his bike’s handlebars 
fell off and the audience was so 
amused that the quick-witted 
trouper saw a chance for fame.

Among his fans were King 
George V and Queen Mary, whose 
acclaim he won in 1935-when he 
appeared at the annual command 
performance in London’s Palla- 
dium. 

Thousands watched the same 
antics—during ‘which he never 
spoke a word—at the 1940 World's 
Fair in New York.

‘OO BILLION A YEAR 


Production Chief Warns 
of ‘Lean Times’ Ahead 


—Most Serious Short- 
age Is That of Time. 


NEW YORK, May 15 (AP)i — 
American factories, farms and 
mines soon will be producing noth- 
ing not essential to total war un- 
der an accelerating rate of Federal 
spendnig which by, November will 
reach 60 billion dollars a year. 

This picture of stepped-up Amer- 
ican industry which he said was 
already making good in the mam- 
moth job of assuring first place 
among the world’s war-goods pro- 
ducers was presented last night by 
War Production Chief Donald M. 
Nelson together with a forecast of 
resultant “lean times” for Amer- 
icans. 

“Our goal is and must be. the 
absolute physical maximum of pro- 
duction,” Nelson said at the an- 
nual dinner of the National Insti- 
tute of Social Sciences where he 
received a gold medal for distin- 
guished public service. “That 
maximum is going to be very high, 
much higher than we dared to 
hope as recently as last autumn.” 

He disclosed that President 
Roosevelt’s statement last January 
to the effect that the country must 
spend 40 billion a year to win the 
war already had paled, in that last 
month’s war program expenditures 
were at an annual rate of 41 bil- 
lion. 

Scouting a “happy belief” that 
America’s supply of vital raw ma- 
terials was unlimited, he said the 
“terrific pressure of all-out ‘war is 
turning them into shortages.” 

But of all the critical shortages, 
Nelson said in calling for speed 
and more speed, “the shortage of 
time is the most. serious.”

CALCUTTA, May 15 (AP). 
WO factors shaped the course 
T of the war in Burma which 
so far has been so disastrous 
to the British and Chinese. 

One was the long delay in ac- 
cepting and bringing in veteran 
Chinese troops who, in proper num- 
bers, would -have been capable of 
making the Rangoon Delta as 
tough a nut to crack as Crimiea.

On the last day of January the 
real assault began on the wide 
estuary of the Salween at the back 
of the Burma rifles, They retreat- 
ed.

Eventually Hurricanes appeared 
with veteran pilots, and the few re- 
maining Buffaloes retired from op- 
eration. But the numerical odds 
against the Allied fighters in com- 
bat remained great—about four or 
five to one. 

On Feb. 11, as Martaban fell, the 
Salween. estuary and Moulmein 
were bombed and strafed by Blen- 
heims—the only two. Blenheims in 
all Burma which were able to fly 
that day. 

I rode in one of those old air- 
craft. It needed badly a complete 
overhauling but its game crew was 
ready to go into action anywhere. 

What the Allies could have done 
then. with the large American 
Army Air. Force now in India 
makes a bitter item in the war’s 
list of “might have beens.” 

Because of the inadequate num- 
ber of troops, which were poorly 
equipped for jungle fighting, Brit- 
ish Army.tactics were confined to 
a defense of line positions. This 
was done tenaciously. 

No sudden offensive attacks by 
strong patrols menaced the Japa- 
nese rear. The British troop posi- 
tions were static. The enemy gath- 
ered his forces at key points and 
encircled them and continually 
forced the British to move back. 


Gates of Rangoon. 

When the Japanese gained Sit- 
tang they were practically at the 
gates of Rangoon. Some 120 Amer- 
ican tanks, rushed from the Middle 
East, were hurled against them in 
the Pegu salient, but the rice fields 
and thick jungles: destroyed: their 
mobility. 

Those tank crews, stout-hearted 
fighters, defied the Japanese ar- 
tillery and were nonchalant under 
the toughest kind of strafing from 
the air. 

Although the British announced 
to the press in mid-February that 
they intended to hold Rangoon, it 


was occupied by the Japanese on | wu 


March 8 while the British Army 
was scattered along a road 20 miles 
to the north. 

The Allied military collapse was 
revealed suddenly in mid-April. The 
British Army’s remnants of the 
Burma division, falling back on the 
plains of Mandalay, became en- 
circled, while the war-worn Indian 
division pursued a different route 
10 miles eastward along the rail 
line and was unable to come to its 
assistance. 

And so, it went. 

‘A few hundred airplanes and a 
few thousands more troops might 
have meant the difference between 
victory and disaster. 


ARMY SETS UP POLICE UNITS 
* TO HANDLE CIVIL DISORDERS 


WASHINGTON, May 15 (AP).— 
The Army reported today that 57 
“powerfully armed, highly mobile” 
military police battalions were 
ready to aid civil authorities in 
coping with any Axis-inspired dis- 
turbances, fires, floods, riots or 
other emergencies. 

Each battalion of 650 men is 
commanded by a Lieutenant Colo- 
nel, and operates under the com- 
mander of the corps area in which 
it is assigned. A replacement train- 
ing center at Fort Riley, Kan., 
supplies the enlisted men for the 
corps of military police, and offi- 
cers are trained at the provost 
marshal general's school, Fort My- 
er, Va. 

The battalions, known as Zone 
of Interior Military Police, are 
distinct from the tactical military 
police assigned to the field forces.

CASE RECORDS

ASE V-190: Polk K., aged 3%, is an energetic, nervous 

type of sales manager. “But he was in an automobile 

wreck three years ago and suffered an amputation of 
his right leg just below the knee,” a physician told me over 
the telephone. “He complains of 
excruciating pain. We have done 
everything possible as far as drugs 
are concerned and he has recently 
had a sympathectomy to eliminate 
any nerve currents from the stump 
of the leg. But his pain is still 
acute. He is losing weight be- 
cause of it, for he is so sleepless 
we have had to dope him with | 
sedatives until his appetitie is af- 
fected. I wonder if you’d be will- 
ing to take him in charge and try 
to block the pain centrally by 
means of hypnosis?” 
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DIAGNOSIS: You readers are aware of the fact that you 
can suffer pain in your foot if it is stabbed with a needle or 
immersed in hot water. But many people who have under- 
gone leg amputations may suffer terribly from pain, such as 
an aching corn, in the foot that was cut off and buried years 
before. This so-called “phantom pain” no longer comes from 
the foot itself, but arises from the central stimulation in the 
brain of those nerve cells which formerly were the receiving 
centers for the actual:incoming pain impulses. In Polk’s case 
today, a number of factors entered. He wore an artificial leg 
at the office and got along quite well. But as soon as he 
reached his home, he shed the artificial leg, and began rub- 
bing the stump with his right hand. The latter action had 
become so habitual that he was hardly aware of it, But it 
had become an integral part of the entire pain-pattern.

SEVERAL THINGS had now become linked with the orig- 
inal pain complex in his brain. The shedding of the artificial 
limb; the constant massage of the stump of the leg; the re- 
fusal to go out socially in the evening; plus the physical in- 
feriority that came with not walking normally on two legs. | 
Polk did not suffer this pain very often at the office, for his 
mind was diverted there by business problems. Besides, the 
above factors so indelibly linked with the pain-pattern were 
not present at the office. His pain generally struck him only 
when he got home. That was partly due to the fact that he 
figurately uncoupled his dynamic brain from the heavy load 
of busineses problems, and then didn’t utilize the sudden sur- 
plus of nervous. energy in other constructive outlets, With 
an active brain, it would be natural for some of the nervous 
energy to percolate in various directions and thus rearouse 
the cluster of neurones in the cerebral cortex which were the 
core of the pain complex.

IN DEALING WITH such patients as Polk, as well as in 
handling nervous children, the main task is to channel the 
surplus nervous energy in constructive pathways, but let it 
spend itself.

ONE CASE IN POINT of a mold 
infection which is increasing in 
frequency is that of the so-called 
San Joaquin Valley fever of Cali- 
fornia. Up to about 1939 no case 
had ever been detected outside of 
California. In California it was 
called “valley fever” and “desert 
fever.” In the soil of that region 
the mold grows in great abundance 
and probably nearly all the inhabi- 
tants acquire an immunity from 
repeated small infections. This 
would account for the fact that the 
disease is almost stationary in in- 
cidence in the San Joaquin Valley, 
but has begun to appear,in Ari- 
zona, New Mexico and other of 
the Western states. 

A number of cases have oc- 
curred in Eastern states, but in all 
instances, so far as I know, the 
affected individual had returned 
from a trip to California or Ari- 
zona. In Arizona, however, cases 
have been reported in individuals 
who have never gone outside the 
state, so it must be due to a locally 
acquired infection. 
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THE: ONSET OF THE condition 
may take several forms; an acute 
form suggesting a cold or influenza 
with cough and sputum is quite 
frequent. A more chronic onset is 
often labeled tuberculosis and the 
patient put in a sanitorium with 
that diagnosis. He may remain 
there for some time before the 
mold is found in the sputum and 
the real nature of the condition 
revealed. Any case which has been 
labeled tuberculosis and does not 
run a characteristic course should 
be suspected of some form of mold 
infection of the lungs. 

San Joaquin Valley fever may 
run a mild or a severe course, but 
most cases are mild. 

In treatment no special drug has 
been found to be of any particular 
value. The best results have come 
from the use of some of the sul- 
fonamide compounds or from vac- 
cines, but the most important of 
all is prolonged rest in bed.
